Of the total, 
29 related to persons belonging to other localities, so that the actual number of deaths for 
the City was 167, representing a rate of 17.8 per 1,000. 

There were 12 deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, comprising one from typhoid 
fever, one from scarlet fever, 4 from whooping cough, 2 from diphtheria, 2 from measles 
and 2 from diarrhcea and enteritis (under 2 years of age). In the three preceding weeks 
deaths from diphtheria were 0, 2 and 2; from measles 0, one and 0, and from diarrhoea and 
enteritis (under 2 years of age) 9, 8 and 3. There were no deaths from typhoid fever, scarlet 
fever, nor whooping cough during the same period.

Particulars of the Births and Deaths recorded for the Principal Towns are given in 
Table I. Deaths have been assigned so far as possible to the area of residence and those 
of non-residents of Eire have been excluded. 


The deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week 


and for the past four weeks, respectively, were represented by the following annual rates 
per 1,000 of the population :— 


Principal Towns 16.3 and 15.7; City of Dublin 16.9 and 15.0; Borough of Dun 


Laoghaire 12.7 and 11.8; Cork 14.3 and 18.4; Limerick 13.5 and 14.7; and Waterford 
12.8 and 16.9. 


The deaths from the principal epidemic diseages* recorded for the thirteen principal 
towns last week were represented by an annual-rate of 1.2 per 1,000. Among the 21 deaths 
from all eauses for Cork was one from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years of age). The 
15 deaths for Wexford include 2 from measles. 


City of Dublin.—The number of births registered during the week was 309—167 boys 
and 142 girls, Exclusive of those, numbering 58, occurring in institutions, of infants whose 
mothers were admitted from other localities, the number was. 251, representing a rate of 
26.7 per 1,000. . 


The number of deaths registered was 172-90 males and 82 females. Of the total, 
13 related to persons belonging to other localities, so that the actual number of deaths for 
the City was 159, representing a rate of 16.9 per 1,000. * 


There were 15 deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, comprising one from measles 
and 14 from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years of age). In the three preceding weeks 
deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years of age) were 2, 2 and 0. There were no 
deaths from measles in the three previous weeks. 


Tuberculous disease caused 20 deaths (16 cf which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 
3 from tuberculous meningitis, and one from disseminated tuberculosis), as against 15, 14. 
and 21 from all forms of tuberculosis in the three preceding weeks. 


Kleven deaths were caused by cancer, and 29 by diseases of the heart. 


There were 8 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 5 from broncho-pneumonia, one from 
lobar pneumonia and 2 from pneumonia (not specified). Bronchitis caused 6 deaths. 


Seven violent deaths were registered including one by suicide, 


Among the’ deaths of infants under one year of age, one was due to convulsions, 3 to 
broncho-pneumonia, 12 to diarrheea and enteritis, 5 to congenital malformations, 6 to 
congenital debility, and 8 to premature birth. 


Forty-four of the deaths recorded for the City during the week were those of children 
under:five years of age, 37 being infants under one year, 15 of whom were undér one month 
old and 53 were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 35 were aged 70

PRINCIPAL TOWNS 


Particulars of the Births and Deaths recorded for the Principal Towns are given in 
Table I. Deaths have been assigned so far as possible to the area of residence and those 
of non-residents of Eire have been excluded. 


The deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week 
and for the past four weeks, respectively, were represented by the following annual rates 
per 1,000 of the population :— 


Principal Towns 15.4 and 15.0; City of Dublin 14.9 and 15.0; Borough of Dun 
Laoghaire 12.7 and 14.9; Cork 17.7 and 16.0; Limerick 11.0 and 10.4; and Waterford 
23.8 and 16.5. 


The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* recorded for the thirteen principal 
towns last week were represented by an annual rate of 0.7 per 1,000. Among the 6 deaths 
from all causes for Wexford was one from whooping cough. 


City of Dublin.—The number of births registered during the week was 324—156 boys 
and 168 girls. Exclusive of those, numbering 74, occurring in institutions, of imfants whose 
mothers were admitted from other localities, the number was 250, representing a rate of 
26 .6- per 1,000. | 4 

The number of deaths registered was 163—80 males and 83 females. Of the total, 
23 related to persons belonging to other localities, so that the actual number of deaths fo 
the City was 140, representing a rate of 14.9 per 1,000. 3 





There were 7 deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, comprising one from whooping 
cough, 3 from diphtheria, and 3 from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years of age). In the 
three preceding weeks deaths from whooping cough were 0, one and ore; frem diphtheria 
6, Q and 3; and from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years of age) 13, 3 and 10, 


Tuberculous disease caused 23 deaths (19 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 
3 from tuberculous meningitis, and one from disseminated tuberculosis), as against 20, 16 


and 17 from ali forms of tuberculosis in the three preceding weeks. 


Seven deaths were caused by cancer, and 30 by diseases of the heart. 


There were 7 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 3 from broncho-pneumonia, one from 
lobar pneymonia and 3 from pneumonia (unspecified). Bronchitis caused 7 deaths. 


Three accidental deaths were registered. 


Among the deaths of infants under one year of age, one was due to diphtheria. one to 
bronchitis, 2 to pneumonia, 3 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 2 to congenital malformations, 6 
to eongenital debility, and 2 to premature birth. 


Twenty-eight of the deaths recorded for the City during the week were those of children 
under five years of age, 21 bemg infants under one year, 8 of whom were under one month 
old and 52. were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 37 were aged 70 
years or over,

: Particulars of the Births and Deaths ‘recorded for the Principal Towns are given in 
Table I. Deaths have been assigned so far as possible to the area of residence and those 
of non-residents of Eire have been excluded. 


The deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week 
and for the past four weeks, respectively, were represented by the following annual rates 
per 1,000 of the population : — 


Principal Towns 10.9 and 11.0; City of Dublin 10.4 and 11.1; Borough of Dun 
Laoghaire 14.0 and 10.8; Cork 14.3 and 12.9; Limerick 3.7 and 10.7; and Waterford 
16.5 and 16.5. 


The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* recorded for the thirteén principal 
towns last week were represented by an annual rate of 2.2 per 1,000. Included in the 21 
deaths from all causes for Cork were one from diphtheria and 2 from diarrhcea and enteritis 
(under 2 years). Among the 9 deaths for Waterford were 2 from diarrhcea and enteritis 

(under 2 years). 


City of Dublin.—The number of births registered during the week was 323—167 boys 
and 156 girls. Exclusive of those, numbering 48, occurring in institutions, of infants whose 
mothers" were admitted from other localities, the number was 275, representing a rate of 
29.3 per 1,000. 

_ The number of deaths registered was 124—69 males and 55 females. Of the total, 
26 related to persons belonging to other localities, so that the actual number of.deaths for 
the City was 98, representing a rate of 10.4 per 1,000. 


There were 27 deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, comprising one from whooping 
cough, one from diphtheria, and 25 from diarrhcea and enteritis (under 2 years of age). In the 
three-preceding weeks deaths from whooping cough were 3, 2 and 3, deaths from diphtheria, 
were one, 0 and 0, and from diarrhea and enteritis (under 2 2 years of age) 11, 8 and 15. 


Tuberculous disease caused 10 deaths (9 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 
one from tuberculous meningitis, as against 12, 13 and 16 from all forms of tuberculosis 
in the three preceding weeks. 


Seven deaths were caused by cancer, and 11 by diseases of the heart. 


There were 2 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 2 from broncho-pneumonia, and one 
from pneumonia (unspecified). Bronchitis caused 4 deaths. 
Among the deaths of infants under one year of age, one was due to convulsions, one 


to brone hitis, one to broncho-pneumonia, one to pneumonia, 25 io diarrhcea and enteritis. 
one to congenital malformation, 2 to congenital debility, and 2 to premature birth. 

Forty of the deaths recorded for the City during the week were those of children under 
five years of age, 39 being infants under one year, 15 of whom were under one month old, 
and 22 were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 17 were aged 70 vears 
or over.

Particulars of the Births and Deaths recorded for the Principal Towns are given in 
Table 1. Deaths have been assigned so far as possible to the area of residence and those 
of non-residents of Eire have been excluded. 


The deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week 
and for the past four weeks, respectively, were represented by the following annual rates 
per 1,060 of the population :— 

Principal Towns 12.8 and 11.7; City of Dublin 12.3 and 11.7; Borough of Dun 
Laoghaire 10.2 and 11.2; Cork 13.6 and 12.6; Limerick 17.2 and 12.3. There were no 
deaths recorded for Waterford last week. 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* recorded for the thirteen principal 
towns last week were represented by an annual rate of 1.8 per 1,000. Included in the 20 
deaths from all causes for Cork were 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years). 

City of Dublin.—The number of births registered during the week was 353—177 boys 
and 176 girls. Ixclusive of those, numbering 73, occurring m institutions, of infants whose 
mothers were admitted from other localities, the number was 280, representing a rate of 
29.8 per 1,000. 

The number of deaths registered was 132—70 males and 62 females. Of the total, 
17 related to persons belonging to other localities, so that the actual number of deaths for 
the City was 115, representing a rate of 12.3 per 1,000. 

There were 23 deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, comprising 5 from whooping 
cough, cne from diphtheria, and !7 from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years of age). Inthe 
three preceding weeks deaths from whooping cough were 2, 3 and one, deaths from diphtheria 
were 6, 0 and one, and from diarrhea and enteritis (under 2 years of age) 8, 15 and 25, 


Tuberculous disease cawsed 11 deaths (8 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 
one from tuberculous meningitis, and 2 from other forms of the disease), as against 13, 16 
and 10 from all forms of tuberculosis in the three preceding weeks. 

Eight deaths were caused by cancer, and 22 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 4 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, Bronchitis caused one death. 

There were 2 accidental deaths recorded during the week. 


Among the deaths of infants under one year of age, 2 were due to whooping-cough, 
one to diphtheria, 2 to broncho-pneumonia, 17 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 2 to congenital 
debility, and one to injury at birth. 

Thirty one of the deaths recorded for the City during the week were those of children 
under five years of age, 28 being infants under one year, 7 of whom were under one month 
old, and 36 were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 2% were age 70 
years or over. ;

Among the 6 deaths 
from all causes for Waterford were 3 from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years), and in- 
eluded in the 3 deaths for Dundalk was one from diphtheria. 

City of Dublin.—The number of births registered during the week was 335—188 boys 
and 147 girls. Exclusive of those, numbering 61, occurring in institutions, of infants whose 
mothers were admitted from other localities, the number was 274, representing a rate of 
29.2 per 1,000. 

The number of deaths registered was 158—74 males and 84 females. Of the total, 
20 related to persons belonging to other localities, so that the actual number of deaths for 
_the City was 138, representing a rate of 14.7 per 1,000. 

‘There were 21 deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, including 3. from whooping 
-eough, one from diphtheria and 17 from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years of age). In 
the three preceding weeks deaths from whooping cough were 2, one and 2; from diphtheria 
one, one and one; and from diarrhcea and enteritis (under 2 years) 17, 10 and 20. 


There was one death from acute anterior poliomyelitis recorded during the week. 

Tuberculous disease caused 17 deaths (11 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis,. 
one from tuberculous meningitis, and 5 from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 
18, 14 and 18 from all forms of tuberculosis in the three preceding weeks. 

Fourteen deaths were caused by cancer, and 25 by diseases of the heart. 


There were 7 deaths from pneumonia. comprising 5 from broncho-pneumonia, one from 
lobar pneumonia, and one from pneumonia (unspecified). Bronchitis caused 2 deaths, 

Five accidental deaths were registered, one of which was due to injuries caused by a 

motor vehicle. 

Among the deaths of infants under one year cf age, 3 were due to whooping cough, 
2 to convulsions, one to bronchitis, 4 to broncho-pneumonia, 16 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 
4 to congenital malformations, one to congenital debility, one to premature birth, and one 
to injury at birth. 

Forty-one of the deaths recorded for the City during the week were those of children 
under five years of age, 33 being infants under one year, 6 cf whom were under one month 
old, and 44 were those of persons aged 65 vears and upwards, of whom 31 were aged 70:

Of the tota!, 
18 related to persons belonging to other localities, so that the actual number of deaths for 
the. City was 112, representing a rate of 11.9 per 1,000. 


There were 12 deaths from the principa! epidemic diseases, including 3 from whooping 
cough, and 9 from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years of age). In the three preceding 
weeks deaths from whooping cough were 2, 3 and 2; and from diarrhea and enteritis 
(under 2 years) 20, 17 and 13.

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* recorded. for the thirteen principal 
towns last week were represented by an annual rate of 0.9 per 1,000. The 9 deaths from 
ali causes for Limerick include one from diphtheria. 


City of Dublin.—-The wumiier of births registered durmg the week was 157—81 boys 


and 76 girls. Exclusive of those, numbering 30, occurring in institutions, of infants whose 


mothers were admitted from other localities, the number was 127, representing a rate of 


- 13.5 per 1,000. 


The number of deaths registered was. 103—59 males and 44 females. Cf the total, 
10 related to persons belonging to other loeahties, so that the actual number of deaths for 
the City was 93, representing e rate of 9.9 per 1,000. 

There was one death from whooping cough, and 10 from diarrhea and enteritis: (under 
2 years). In the three preceding weeks deaths from whooping cough numbered one, 2 and 
5, and from diarrhea and enteritis (ander 2 years) 11,:9 and 13. 

Tuberculosis caused 7 deaths (6 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, and one 
from disseminated tuberculosis,) as against 15, 22 and 21 from all forms of tuberculosis in 
the three preceding weeks. 

Nine deaths were caused by cancer, and 13 by diseases of the heart.
